A four-engined United Airlines DC-6 exploded in the air eight miles 
east of Longmont, Colorado, tonight and police reported that all 43 people 


aboard were killed,

‘To cut aid 
To Asia 


Washington, Noy. 1. 
Mr John Hollister, Direc- 
tor of the International 
Co-operation Administration 
said today he planned to cut 
expenditure — for United 
States foreign aid pro- 
grammes to Asia and the 

rest of the world in 1957. 


“T am now studying our pro- 
grammo for 1957 and am hope- 
ful that we can reduce spending 
even if slightly over 1956," Mr 
Hollister told a press conterence. 


Mr_ Hollister returned 8 
Washington at the week-eni 
sorta visit top nino, nations, i 
Asia Which ‘receive ‘ntore| than 
half of the total United Stotes 
current spending of $2,700 mil- 
lion in military and economic 
aid to 65 nations. 


Mr Helllster said any cut in 
foreign aid would be subject to 
high poilcy planning by Presi- 
dent Elicnhower, the National 
Security Council or the State 
Department

Words & Moro Words 


Here’s something which | 
might amuso you. As you 
probably know the great thing 
in recorfing nowadays js tape. | 
It has many advantages over 
disc, not the least being the 
ease with which the odd word 
or note can be taken out with- 
out any apparent gap, This is 
particularly useful in ‘radio 
work and ‘hero wis .once a 
quizmoster who ‘Was very 
grateful for tape because on 
some of his recordings he had ' 
tho odd naughty word crop up. 

Over a period of about six 
months he enipped out guite a - 
few of thesa Itle bits of tape, 
each one about ‘an Inch long...
